WASHINGTON, July 7—Hear- 
ing on the Idaho Power Com- 
pany’s application for permission 
to construct three dams on the 
Snake river in Idaho began to- 
day before the Federal Power 
Commission. . 

Erection of these dams by a 
private power company would 
forestall ultimate development 
of a much larger multi-purpose 
dam at Hell's Canyon, which had 
been recommended by the Bu- 
reau of Reclamation and the 
Army Engineers. Secretary of 
the Interior Douglas McKay, 
however, in May reversed the 
position of the Government and 
withdrew the Interior Depart- 
ment's opposition to the Idaho 
Power proposal. 

At the outset today, former 
Assistant Secretary of the In- 
terior Gerard Davidson, appear- 
ing as counsel for the National 
Hell’s Canyon Association and 
eight public districts in the 
state of Washington, asked for 
a 90-day postponement of the 
hearing. 

Postpenement Request Denied. 

(The Associated Press report- 
ed that Examiner William J. 
Costello denied the request for 
a postponement, but gave notice 
that he will consider a recess 
after Idaho Power and the Com- 
mission have presented their 
evidence. 

‘This recess, he said, would 
give opponents of the company 
application time to study the 
record to determine if they wish 
any witnesses to be recalled for 
further cross-examination, and 
to develop their own direct case.

AT EISENHOWER 


Head of House Group 
Cites Telegrams Pro- 
testing Against Re- 
cent Increases. 


WASHINGTON, July 7 (AP)— 
Representative Wolverton (Rep.), 
New Jersey, said today he has re- 
ceived telegrams containing ac- 
cusations that recent gasoline 
price boosts were made “as a 
direct slap at the Eisenhower 
Administration.” 

Wolverton is chairman of the 
House Commerce Committee in- 
quiring into price hikes in the 
face of a surplus in oil supplies. 
He did not identify the ac- 
cusers, nor was there an elab- 
oration of why they thought the 
oil companies wanted to strike 
at the Administration. 

The sender of one protest mes- 
sage, Wolverton said, charged 
that the net profits of the major 
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gasoline companies have been 
going up while the filling sta- 
tions’ operators profits have not 
kept pace. 

Wolverton disclosed that oth- 
er protests accused the big com- 
panies of “trying to drive the 
small independents out of busi- 
ness.” He read the messages 
as a basis for questions directed 
to Herbert Willetts, director and 
vice president of the Socony 
Vacuum Oil Co. 

Willetts said he hoped his 
company had done nothing to 
embarrass President Eisenhower 
and added, “I don’t think we

Eleanor Roosévelt’s remark in 
Athens that Senator Joseph Mc- 
Carthy (‘(Rep.), Wisconsin, is 
doing the United States “a great 
deal of harm abroad,” Steven- 
son said; “Mrs. Roosevelt must 
have traveled in some of the 
same places to which I have 
been. have expressed myself 
before on this subject, and I 
may say more after I return to 
the United States.” 

View on Yugoslavia. 

Stevenson said it was his im- 
pression that Yugoslavia “‘is ori- 
ented to the West and will stay 
that way.” 

He said Marshal Tito had ex- 
pressed regret to him that be- 
cause of the unsolved Trieste is- 
sue with Italy, both countries 
had found their defense plans 
and the deployment of their ar- 
mies affected. 

Stevenson worked into. his 
press conference a dig at the 
Republican-controlled Congress.

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The Red Move in Hungary 

The change just wrought in Budapest has 
many of the characteristics of the change intro- 
duced by the New Economics Policy—but only 
for a while—in Russia 30 years.ago. The new 
agrarian-minded Premier, Imre Nagy, says there 
will be less.emphasis on industry in a country 
lacking raw materials. The stress will now be 
on agriculture and raising the standard of living. 

Farm coliectivization is to be halted..Farmers 
may reclaim their former acres from the gov- 
ernment; others may rent land free. The indi- 
vidual is to be respected. Private enterprise is to 
be tolerated again. Also freedom of religion. 
And 80 on. 

In ‘a way, it all has a familiar ring. Conceiv- 
ably, the Russian pattern may repeat itself. As 
Lenin’s policy of: relaxation was superseded by 
Stalin’s iron dictatorship, so the brand new 
order may fade in Hungary. Yet it may not do 
to lean too heavily on this analogy since there 
are important differences between post-World 
War I Russia and satellite Hungary. 

First of all, it can be assumed that the changes 
in Hungary were largely dictated by the Krem- 
lin, instead of being of purely domestic origin. 
A Moscow in which rule by committee may be 
succeeding personal dictatorship may well want 
to end one-man rule throughout its orbit. The 
passing of Stalin\may be the knell for all the

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What Senator Potter Can Achieve 


Senator McCarthy riow faces a serious chal- 
lenge to his manner of operating the Senate 
Investigations subcommittee. It is serious be- 
cause it comes from a fellow Republican, Sena- 
tor Potter of Michigan. 

This Senator, a wheelchair war veteran, says 
that on the basis of present information he 
thinks the committee ought to fire J. B. Mat- 
thews, McCarthy's choice for staff director. His 
suggestion goes even further than that of the 
three Democratic members, Senators Symington 
of Missouri, McClellan of Arkansas and Jack- 
son of Washington. They urged that the com- 
mittee consider “appropriate action” concerning 
Matthews. 

Matthews is under fire because he wrote in 
The American Mercury that “the largest single 
group supporting the Communist apparatus in 
the United States today is composed of Prot- 
estant clergymen.” Though disavowing a general 
attack on the patriotism of the Protestant clergy, 
Matthews charged that in 17 years “the Com- 
munist party has enlisted the support of at least 
7000 Protestant clergymen.” 

What primarily aroused the four committee 
members wag the irresponsible slur against 
Protestant leadership in big round numbers. 
Matthews earlier had written a similar Mercury 
article about college professors, which did not 
arouse so strong a protest. 

But Matthews’s subjects cannot be considered 
entirely apart from his methods. In the present 
broad field for careless branding on an open 
range, Matthews is a veteran. He was using the 
McCarthy technique before anybody heard of 


Senator McCarthy. Naturally McCarthy now de- . 


fends his staff director.

Two Alton boatmen have broken the 1931 
speedboat record between New Orleans and St. 
Louis. Pilot Roy Smith and Navigator James E. 
Mawhee covered the 1284 miles in three 
days, seven hours, 12 minutes and are the new 
possessors of the Koenig Cup. They lost a pro- 
peller, sheared off 18 propeller pins and at Tip- 
tonville, Tenn., sent one of their two 25-horse 
power motors ahead to Cairo for repairs. The 
new title holders say they could have done much 
better had they not had so much driftwood to 
contend with. 

The time record set by the Alton boatmen 
is actually not too much under the mark of the 
Robert E. Lee in its defeat of the Natchez in 
the historic race from New Orleans to St. 
Louis in 1870. On that occasion, as E. W. Gould 
tells it in “Fifty Years on the Mississippi,” all 
America was agog, telegraphic reports were 
flashed to Europe and more than $1,000,000 in 
bets is supposed to have changed hands. The 
Lee arrived in three days, 18 hours and 14 
minutes—some three hours faster than the 
Natchez.

The greatest strength of America lies 
in freedom, freedom for the individual 
to change things, examine good and 
bad ideas and throw the bad away, or 
swipe the good parts from bad ideas. 

It is this method of casting the 
searchlight of truth upon things. which 
has given us greater vitality than any 
nation on earth. It hag given us a faith 
that not even panic or fear or subver- 
sion can molest. It has given to our sci- 
entists as well as to the individual hu- 
mans a power to make individual deci- 
sions of all kinds using reason alone, 
without the concern of party lines, po- 
regs efpediency, or other considera- 


But something has happened in Knox- 
ville which cut deep into this majestic 
American conception.

In 
a free democracy, free men hold the 
sacred rights of free discussion, free 
press, freedom of religion, as rights 
above the contest of individual pres- 
sure groups. And this is what Brehm 
failed to realize. 

If such a complaint about printing 
news m or about Russia, or any 
other important idea, however inimical 
it is to our belief, were given the Sun, 
we would not give the complainant a 
polite “I am sorry.” The Sun would 
say, without hesitation: “Go to hell.” 
We would rather be horsewhipped 
than give up a single bit of freedom. 

In the next few years, President 
Brehm will lose most of his teachers 
who are worth their salt, for not even 
money can buy from a true American 
scientist his freedom. And before the 
tide can be turned, President Brehm, 
too will lose his job. 

This is no argument about the na- 
ture of the matters which the —_— 
complained about, or about the Legion.

Steffe, the character stalwart 
of the Forest Park theater for 
eight seasons, had always wanted 
to play Schubert, and did the role 
with such quiet riaturalness and 
sincerity that it took off much 
of the curse of excessive senti- 
mentality that surrounds the 
part. His fluent, warm and ex- 
pressive baritone rendered his 
songs handsomely, including the 
duets “Song of Love,” and 
“Speak Daisy, Yes or No,” de- 
veloped from the two main 
themes of the “Unfinished” sym- 
phony, and “Peace to Your 
Lonely Heart” (The “Ave Ma- 
ria”). The last would have prof- 
ited by a simpler _ rendition, 
without the choral effects, and 
by less heavy-handed lyrics.

In Japan

BELGRADE, Yugoslavia. 
S I FLY from Athens and 
look down upon the homes 
of various designs, shapes 
and sizes, I am reminded of 
the fact that 
I had intend- 
ed, while in 
Japan, to de- 


readers a typ- 
ical Japanese 
home, During 
this compara- 
tively short 
trip, I think 
I will have 
time to - 
down the Roosevelt

call, and I hope my observa- 
tions will prove interesting. 

In the first place, Japanese 
people slip off their shoes be- 
fore entering a house, A me- 
dium-sized, simple dwelling 
would have a entryway where 
you would leave your shoes 
and step up onto the floor 
(usually covered with matting) 
of the main living room. This 
room is apt to have a small 
shrine in it. It may be Budd- 
hist and Shinto combined and 
it frequently has a picture of 
the head of the family who 
has most recently died, since 
this is a part of their ancestor 
worship,

THERE ARE usually shelves 
behind sliding doors. The 
«rooms are divided by sliding 
screens and the windows slide 
open and shut, with screens 
over them, very often. A liv- 
ing room may, of course, be 
used at night for sleeping pur- 
poses, if it is necessary to do 
. Since the habit is to sleep 
heavy mats on the floor, 
these mats are rolled up in 
the daytime and put on 
shelves. If you do not use 
Western dress, your clothes, 
such as kimonos, are placed 
flat on the shelves.
